Washington—Few decisions of the 


supreme court of the United 
States 


have attracted as much attention 
among legislators as the ruling this 
week that state legislators have no 
authority to specify what prices shall 
be charged for so-called necessities or 
luxuries of life. The supreme court di- 
vided five to four on the question and 
the majority and dissenting opinions 
reveal the far-reaching characters of 
the problem as it relates to tlw> -«olice 
power of the states. 


The'majority contended that a the- 


atre performance or an athletic con- 
test for that matter, is not a business 
•'affected with the public interest" and 
hence the prices charged are a matter 
entirely, between the buyer and the 
seller. But the minority pointed out 
that ticket brokers buy all the good 
seats and constitute a virtual monopo- 
ly'and when resold to the public there 
is opportunity for fraud. The majority 
answered this by arguing that while 
some brokers may do this it is a wrong 


- policy to put out a dragnet bringing in 


the innocent with the guilty and thit 
the ticket agency in question had h 
flat charge and that if other brokers 


* deceived the public they could 
be 


-reached through the usual laws gov- 
etaing fraud or misrepresentation. , 
\ - DISSENTING OPINION : 
Justice OhveF Wendell Holmes, -who 


~Js'86 years old this month but who is 
regarded _by his colleagues as bavin? 
as, alert and keen a mind as men 
many years his junior, took in his dis- 
senting opinion the view that theatres 
have become affected with a public 
interest. He said: 


"The truth seems to me to be that, 


subject to compensation when compen- 
sation is due, the legislator may for- 
bid or,_restrict any business when it 
has a sufficient force of public opinion 
behind. Lotteries were thought useful 
adjuncts of the state a century or so 
ago: now they arc believed to be im- 
moral and they have been 
stopped. 


"Wine has been thought good for man 
from the time of the apostles until re- 
cent years but when the public opinion 
charged it did not need the eighteenth 
amendment, notwithstanding the four- 
teenth, to enable a state to say that 
the business should end. What has 
happened to lotteries and wine might 


cn to theatres in 
some 
moral 


Storm of the future, not because the- 


/J atres were devoted to'a public use but 


because <hc people had \o come to 
think that. May. But if we are to yield 
to _ fashionable conventions, it seems 
to "me that the theatres arc as much 
devoted to the public use as anything 
well can be. We have not that respect 
for art that is one of the glories of 
France. But to many people the su- 
perfluous is the necessary and it seems 
to me that the government docs not go 
beyond its sphere in .attempting to 
make life livable for them. I am far 
from saying that this particular law is 
a wise and rational provision. That is 
not my affair. But if the people of the 
state of New York speaking through 
their authorized voice say that they 
want it, I see nothing in tho consti- 
tution of the "United States to prevent 
their having their will." 


PRICE FIXING ISSUE 


Entirely apart from the question of 


whether a theatre has a public use is 
the matter of price fixing. The su- 
preme court by Us decision insists that 
a business which has a "public inter- 
est" must be more of the type which 
derives its franchise or right to exist 
from the state itself as a railorad. or 
public utility and that while in some 
emergencies a business might sudden- 
ly have a "public interest" in the line 
tends to narrow rather than M-iden in 
normal times and that the individual 
has a right to 'fix whatever price he 
pleases for his product 
subject of 


course to the laws which prevent his 
collaborating with other producers to' 
flv prices or restrain trade. State leg-

GALE THREATENS 


ATLANTIC SHIPS 


No Loss of Life Is Reported 
—25 Passengers and Larae 
'Crew in Danger 


Norfolk, Va. — UP)— Forty-six men 


are adrift off the Atlantic coast in 
tM-o helpless barges and two light- 
ships, and the steamer City of St. 
Louis, with its steering gear disabled, 
is dangerously near, the Hatteras 
shoals, as the result of the fierce 
northeaster M-hich swept the coast 
Wednesday and endangered at least 
nine vessels. 
No loss of life had been reported 


early Thursday, although 23 passen- 
gers and a large creM- M-crc reported 
on board one of the vessels in danger 
of being broken up. High winds and 
snow ha\e held passenger steamers 
close to port, sailings being deferred 
until the storm abates. 


Among vessels caught in the bliz- 


zard, M-hich also has done consider- 
able damage and tied up traffic, arc 
tho coastwise passenger liner City of 
St. Louis, reported disabled oft Cape 
Hatteras with a broken steering gear. 
Last reports received from the ship 
by the coastguard station at Wilming- 
ton. 1C. C., said she M-as about 
ten 


miles south of the'cape and drifting 
toward dangerous shoal waters. The 
vessel plies between Xew York and 
Savannah and is reported as carry- 
ing 25 passengers and a large crew. 


The coastguard cutter Carrabassett 


M-as on the way to the vessel's aid ear- 
ly Thursday after having pulled from 
a sandbar near the Cape Henry light- 
house the British steamer King Dav- 
id. M-liich cleared 
from Xew York 


Wednesday for the Canal zone. The 
ship M-as floated at 1:20 Thursday 
morning and proceeded into Hampton 
Roads. The steamer Firniore Daiqui- 
ri, Baltimore, whose position is not 
known, also is »eported aground.

ance, in view of the

meeting was not thoroughly adver- 
tised, according to Robert Amundson, 
Outagamie-co agricultural agent. 


Professor Chapman spoke on. boil 


analysis, depletion of soil fertility, the 
kinds of soils and the special kind of 
fertilizer to use in eai-li case. 
Mr. 


Amundson 
followed 
Mr. Chapman 


with talks on soil, soil analysis, the 
procuring of explosives anil the social 
and business advantages of farmers' 
organizations. 


Each person in the audience pricked 


up his ears when Professor Chapman, 
approaching his subject 
exclaimed: 


"For what profiteth it a man if he 
gain the whole world and lose his own 
soul? Or what value is it to a farmer 
if he has a village of modern farm 
buildings on his farm and' a complete 
equipment, if his soil has lost its fer- 
tility?" 


Professor Chapman said in part: 


PROTECT SOIL 


"liimc as a fertilizer is the key' to 


the successful raising of alfalfa and 
the clovers. We are raising only 2 per 
cent as much' alfalfa as we should bi 
raising- We should increase that to OS 
per cent. Sweet clover is-the best pas- 
ture the farmers of Wiscorisin 
are 


(trowing. It furnishes more feed than 
any other crop they can grow. An 
jpre will supply feed for two or more 
cows. Lime is necessary to the suc- 
cessful growing of all clovers. Diack 
Creek is a. good source of lime supply. 
Paper mill waste is another source of 
supply, but cround limestone is more 
important than paper 
mill 
waste. 


Ground limestone 
can be produced 


locally at $2.50 per ton. The farmer 
should get away from long hauls. One 
hundred pounds of lime is taken from 
"the soil with each ton of alfalfa. 


"Outagamie and Brown-cos are de- 


ficient in phosporus. as is any other 
territory underlaid with Kiagara lime- 
stone. Red clay, sandy loams, 
and 


light sandy loams, are also deficient 
in phosphorus. 
Cropping year after 


year has drawn heavily on the origi- 
nal supply. Every time you sell 1,000 
pounds of livestock, you remove 100 
pounds of 
phosphorus 
from 
your 


farm. Fifteen' cows in a year remove 
1,500 
pounds of phosphorus from the 


farm. One thousand pounds of eggs 
jrcn'.ove 15 pounds. 
•„. "Phosphorus enters into all 
living 


"tissues. Phosphorus next to lime is" 
th» most important fertilizer. 
For 


hundreds of years, Europe has been 
collecting bones, because "they contain- 
ed phosphorus, and fertilizing the soil 
•with them. 
Some people have put 


fish in hills of corn to fertilize 
the 


corn, Europe 
found out years ago 


that the land needed phosphates. Oth- 
er people 
used ashes on corn hills 


with good results. Plants need bal- 
anced rations as well as animals. An 
investment in the balanced ration the 
soil requires will give a 100 per cent 
return. "What is the purpose of good 
buildings and a splendid 
equipment 


on'a-farm, if the fertility of the soil 
is gone?

seed' samples, and consented to test 
other samples sent to him .later.

was inclined to be acid, lie advised 
the owners to throw a pail of wood 
ashes on plants in the flats and 
to 


'watch what , happens to the plants. 
Ito also advised them to notice any 
difference in growth of plants where 
brush "piles had 
been 
burned 
and 


those elsewhere. A little experiment- 
ing of this and other kinds will help 
considerably in determining the con- 
dition of the soil and the kind of fer- 
tilizer needed.

"Corn, cspecialllily is short and only 


those farmers who took the best care 
of their seed may be sure of its qual- 
ity. Even then, ear tests have reveal- 
ed many cars that are worthless. 
Northern Illinois and Indiana farmers 
suffered very nearly a complete failure 
of their seed corn last fall and many 
growers in those regions arc looking 
to the earlier maturing Wisconsin va- 
rieties to insure them of a crop." 


The corn borer also is causing grow- 


ers to look for early maturing corn 
which may be planted late and still 
mature before frost as one means of 
combatting the pest. These factors all 
point to "a severe shortage and high 
prices at planting time, Moore says.

The public has at last received an en- 


during solace out of the foggy mists of 
Mr. Doheny's deal with 
Ex-Secretary 


Fall concerning- oil lands that formerly 
belonged to the government, for the su- 
preme court of the United States, in its 
decision to which we referred yesterday, 
has settled for all time the title to thirty- 
two thousand acres of the government oil 
. reserve in California. Although a jury ab- 
solved Doheny and Fall from 
criminal 


conduct so that they escaped jail, their 
lawyers found it impossible to mislead the 
judges of the supreme court in the same 
manner as they bamboozled the jurors. 
The supreme court does not spare the 
participants. It says: "The facts and cir- 
cumstances show clearly that the interest 
and influence of Fall as well as his official 
-actions were corruptly secured 
by 


Doheny and that the transaction was 


,• brought by means of collusion and con- 


-• spifacv. Their purpose \vas to get -for 
' Doheny's companies oil and gas leases 
. covering ail the unieased lands in the re- 


•"" serve. The whole transaction was tainted 


with corruption.'' 


." ' It will also be a matter of satisfaction 
-to the public to-know that the nine judges 


of the supreme court were unanimous in. 


•*-their decision."When it comes-to properly 
••'-stigmatizing official corruption-'the high-._ 
•est tribunal in this country has never fal- 
rtered in its duty. 
; 
In addition to losing these-large oil re- 


serves, Mr. Doheny's companies were al- 
so subjected by the court to an unusual 
but entirely justifiable punishment. Aft- 
er the leases were made by Ex-Secretary 
Fall, improvements .were made to , the 
property by Doheny to the extent of $12,- 
000,000 in the development of the reserve 
and in building a naval fuel- oil depot at 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii.'Doheny's conten- 
tion before the supreme court that if he 
lost the, oil reserves he was entitled" to 
be reimbursed by the government, did 
not appeal to the sense of justice of the 
court and in addition to deciding that the 
government shall receive back its im- 
mense.oil reserves, the court held that it 
was entitled to retain the valuable im- 
provements made by Doheny. It was an 
eminently just judgment. 
The govern- 


ment 'has finally come out, not only with 
a recovery of its valuable property, but as 
the owner of $12.000.000 of improvements 
put into it by Doheny. And in that regard 
again "it is a just punishment of Doheny 
for his willingness to sink to the level of 
using fraud and corruption to gain the 
properity that belongs to ail the people. 
In refusing to require the United States 
to pay Doheny either the cost or the value 
of his improvements to its property, the 
court said that Doheny was without any 
right to insist upon such payment "as all 
improvements were made without au- 
thority»'and as a means to circumvent the 
law and wrongfully to obtain the leases 
in question."

the government of the United States 
against Doheny and Fa!! lias served wie 
useful'purpose ot" impressing the public 
with the stability of liic court8; and the 
dependability of its judges, a? compared 
to its jurors. 


economic structure will be modified and 
brought unucr the direct control of the 
state, which means, of course, Mussolini.

It looks now as 
if he were going to be the one person in 
the history of the world who will have 
completely subjugated a people and have 
made them like it. 


PRINCIPLES OF RADICALISM 
The righteousness of cloture depends a 


good deal on whose ox is being gored. In 
the few times that it has been applied in 
the senate or even attempted, our liberals 
have made a great noise about its injus- • 
tice. 
They have contended for the right 


to filibuster ad infinitum. They have as- 
serted use of the cloture was undemocrat- 
ic, an infringement on freedom of speech 
and an unwarranted transgression upon 
the rights of the minority. Senator Hiram 
Johnson has been an ardent advocate of 
this doctrine. Nothing has so expanded 
his proletarian bosom with indignation as 
the subject of limiting debate. Some of his 
most worthy speeches have been in de- 
fense of the doctrine of unlimited debate. 
To him "gag rule" was the acme of polit- 
ical oppression, and he has been read}" to 
lay down his manly life to prevent it. 


In the instances when he fought clo- 


ture. Mr. Johnson has opposed the bills 
on which it was sought to force a vote. 
It so happened that in the present session 
he had a pet measure he wanted to put 
through congress, and his opponents 
staged a filibuster to prevent it. The Cali- 
fornia senator's heart was set on putting 
through the Boulder Canyon irrigation

When it became apparent that the fili- 
buster would succeed and the bill 
die 


unless a vote could be forced. Mr. John- 
son and the coterie of liberals who were 
aiding him in this legislation, sought to „ 
invoke cloture. Although he voted against 
cloture itself when' it came to a show- 
down, our own Senator LaFollette help- 
ed to circulate the petition which would 
have limited debate and force the measure 
to a vote. Mr. Johnson swallowed 
his 


principles, precedents and pride and voted 
for cloture. Unfortunately for him there 
were not enough votes to adopt it. 


The incident goes to show that a poli- 


tician is a politician the world over, 
whether he poses as a liberal, a radical 
or a reactionary. They all do the same 
things and stoop to the same practices 
when they think they can gain by it. Con- 
sistency, straightforwardness and fidelity 
to principle are things that concern them 
only when-votes are to be gained. 
Our 


radicals in particular never hesitate to do 
the very thing they condemn in others, 
if it serves their purposes. 
They prate 


about freedom of speech and press, which 
they construe to be unbridled license, yet 
they would be the first to wipe out both 
if they were in power. There has never 
been a state or a country in which 
they acquired authority, even briefly, 
where they did not suppress free speech 
and a free press, and persecute those 
who disagreed with them. They are the 
same the world over, whether in America, 
in Russia or in Italv.

GETTING THE HEAT IN WHERE THE 


RHEL'MATIZ 


It was -10 years after the war and 20 years ago 


or thereabouts that Captain Brimstone (we'll call 
him) ami 1 put over a Rood one on the pension 
bureau. The captain needed money and he discov- 
ered that the rheumatism he had contracted from 
sleeping: on the damp ground the night before the 
battle of Shiolh had finally settled in his feet I in- 
dorsed this view, beinc at the time. Quite an expert 
on afflictions that settled slowly, and as the gov- 
ernment, all rood health authorities and regular 
doctors at that time concurred in the theory, the 
captain received an increase in his pension. I have 
never been troubled by conscience about this, for I 
think it is a fair enough game for a veteran to set 
his desert from the government by hook or crook, 
since that is the way the government sets the sol- 
dier to fight. 


The captain certainly had something the matter 


with his legs—flat feet or varicose veins or some- 
thing. 1 forget just what it was. Of course he had 
^no rheumatism, because there is no such entity. 
But he and I and the government were willing to 
let it go as rheumatism for the purpose of arrang- 
ing the pension matter. Rheumatism is just a term 
of convenience. You call if. rheumatism when you 
don't care just what ails you or when you haven't 
time to stop and explain what you really believe is 
the matter. Anyway, doctors do. 


A thoughtful reader contributes (below) a very 


plausible explanation of the old prejudice against 
"night air." Our forefathers observed that day air 
was healthful and being of a gloomy temperament 
they twisted this into a fancy that the night air 
was harmful. (I suspect the night flying habit of 
the Anopheles mosauito. carrier of malaria, had a 
good deal to do with it.) Well. now. there is a 
similar association of dampness with "rheumatism." 
and this association is still fondly cherished in the 
layman's imagination. Some of the older doctors 
lend at least passive support to it. Indeed, it was 
quite reasonable and regular to opine that Captain 
Brimstone got the rheumatism from sleeping on the 
damp around. That exposure to cold or damp wea- 
ther, say going barefoot or bare knees, has some 
bearing on the individual's susceptibility to the var- 
ious joint diseases, some of our best physicians still j 
believe, although they no longer imagine there isi 
such an entity as rheumatism. 
j 


Whatever ground there may be for the fancy that! 


cold or dampness has something to do with such 
diseases (and I can't understand how any thinking' 
person can harbor such a notion today), anybody 
who has ever had a sprained ankle or almost any 
injury 
attended 
with 
pain, swelling, lameness, 


stiffness or inflammation knows from experience 
that heat gives relief and does goood. 


A patient with an obstinate fracture or sprain or 


similar injury limps painfully to the doctor's office, 
receives 15 or 20 minutes of this penetrating heat, 
and walks away in comfort and enjoys comfort for 
many hours or days after 
the treatment; 
This 


surely has not been possible with any 
of the older 


forms of heat treatment, bebcause until diathermy 
was introduced heat could not get in where the 
rheumatiz.

In fact, that figure which some 


economists say is the maximum pop- 
ulation the United States can support 
comfortably, will be 
reached 
about 


midway of the decade. I960' to 1970. 
and if the economists know their oats 
something will have to be done about 
it before the year 2000 rolls around. 


The estimate of the Bureau of Cen- 


sus, which applies only to continental 
United States, places the population 
as .of July 1, 1927, at 118,628,000. This 
is an increase 
of almost 
13,000,000 


over the total shown by the actual 
enumeration of 1920, the rate of in- 
crease being more than 1.3 per cent 
per year, which would give 
an in- 


crease of moro than 15 per cent for 
the decade, 1920-1930. This would be a 
slightly higher rate than, was shown 
for 1910-1920, when the increase was 
a little more than 14 per cent, and 
would give the United States more 
than 121,000,000 inhabitants in 1930. 


Should this 15 per cent increase per 


decade be maintained the population 
in 1940 will be just under 140,000,- 
000; 
in 1950 it will approximate 160-

185,000,000; in 1970, 


210,000,000; and in 1980 the present 
population will have been more than 
doubled, while the figure for the year

upon available data concerning deaths 
births, .immigration, and emigration.

There is another

during the preceding census period of 
ten years, divide it by ten, and then 
add one-tenth for each year of the 
decade for which the estimate is to be 
made.

That is almost twice the population 
of the Netherlands or Belgium, more 
than double that of Sweden, 'almost 
equal th.it of Czechoslovakia. Egypt, 
or the Turkish republic, and only a

that of Mexico.'It almost equals the 
combined populations 
of 
Argentina 


and Chile, and exceeds the .total of 
Uruguay, Venezuela, 1'eru. Paraguay, 
Guatemala, and Ecuador if they were 
all added together. Only one South 
American country exceeds it — Bra- 
zil.

The fact that the rate of increase 


slightly exceeds that of the last de- 
cade is regarded as significant

cause the birth rate has been declin- 
ing and there

in 1916, and during the first year fol-
